In the month of Dcoembor, 1830, I 
set out with a guide from Rio Janeiro, 
the capital of Brazil, to visit tho mines 
of Sah Jose. 
Our way lay mostly over 
a wild, mountineousregion, wliere there 
were no villages, and only hero and 
there a large open' shed for mules aud 
their drivers, a kind of shop fur tho 
.sale of refreshmeutS^, a'miserable' kind 
of an inn to lodge travellers, and the 
regular ftirmliouso of some .settler.

some one of these, and I tried them all 
by turns. I generally ¡edged at night, 
with a cowhide stretched on the damp 
earth for a bed, a blanket over mo for a 
covering, and any nurabor of monstrous 
rats, loathsome bats, and poisonous cars 
apatoos for ecuipanions and bedfellows. 
The rats I speak of wore of tho largc.st 
wild species, and would not hesitate to 
gnaw your BesU when asleep; tho bats 
were regular vampires, whieh would 
fasten upon a toe or a thumb, and suck 
your blood; and tho carapatoos were m-- 
sects as largo as beetles, with a cover­ 
ing like a rhinooorous, which would fust 
fi.’c their claws into your skin, and then 
burrow their heads below it, from whieh 
they could only be removed by main 
force, leaving an ulcerous wound of a 
painful and even dangerous character. 
Ugh 1 a vivid recollection brings them 
all about me now, and I shudder at the 
thought as I then shuddered at the re­ 
ality. 
I had journeyed for several days, over 
many a weary league, when one after­ 
noon my guide and self wore caught in 
a mo.-t terrible storm, in one of the 
wildest parts of tho mountains.

Ille g a lity o f T e st Oaths. 


The New York Sim draws attention 
to the fact that the Court of Appeals of 
that St.atc, following tho decisions of 4,he 
United States Supreme Court in test 
oaths*affectÍDg personal rights, has just 
declared that tho imposition of test oaths 
by legislative enactmejit, for tho pur­ 
pose of excluding from tho polls per­ 
sons who were engaged in the late re­ 
bellion, i.s unoon.stitutional and a viola­ 
tion of personal rights. 
The editor 
says: “.^o far as tho acts of any Legis­ 
lature, or of Congress itself, are con­ 
cerned, not even Jefferson Davis could 
be prevented from voting in this State, 
if lie had resided here the requisite 
length of time. 
Until he has been 
tried and convicted for an offence against 
some law which was in force when the 
offence was committed, he remains in 
possession of all tho privileges of any 
other cloctnr. 
It would follow from the 
principles of this clocision that the idea 
of punishmg in any way the great bulk 
of tho men who were engaged in the 
rebellion way be given up forever.” 
This latter fact was apparent enough 
to every rational man from tho outset, 
after tho close of our civil war. 
There 
wore odious test oaths iu Maryland, both 
for voters and attorneys, imposed by tho 
leaver of faction through the forms of 
aw origiuating in a state of war, avhich, 
when onec the voice of tho people 
could bo again heard in the period of 
peace, were indignantly swept away.— 
Inherent regard for the principles of the 
con.stitution and abstract justice led 
to this repudiation of all political oaths 
by ^ho peopla of Maryland; and in tho 
meantime the Supreme Court had deci­ 
ded upon aud savept away the test for 
attorneys under the 'act of Congress, 
and also tho Missouri tost oath affecting 
men in particular callings in,tbat State, 
as well as their character of voters, the 
avholc being cx post facto and in the na­ 
ture of penalties. 
The Maryland and 
Missouri cases were not entirely anala- 
gous, perhaps,'the test provided in the 
Maryland constitution affecting only po­ 
litical privileges, whereas in Missouri 
personal and civil rights were dlreotly 
afl'ectcd in the prohibition put upon min-
